London, Aug. IS. — Although Parliament 
will not rise for a week, all intcreot in its 
prooeodingB is dying out. The Party de 
bates are ended, and only the annual sup 
plioa neoeaaary for tho exponaoB of adminis- 
tration are left to ba voted. Sir W. Har 
coarli,^,Ohiinoellor of the Exchequer and 
leader of the house of oommons, will start on 
Tuesday for a long tour of the continent. It 
is doubtful whether he will evsr again ap- 
pear at tho head of the Liberal commoners. 
When Parliament reassembles in the mid- 
dle of January, another will probably bo 
found in his place, for tho breuoh between 
him and Lord Roaebery ia known to have 
v.iclenod rapidly in the last week. They 
have been at outs for years before the last 
Qladstono cabinet was formed and just be- 
fore Mr. Gladstone's retirement bad come 
to dialilce each other ranoorooaly. , ^.

immediately after Mr. Gladstone withdrew, 
forced them to patoh up a trace and speak 

fl;ttteringly of each other in public. As 
soon as they felt tho ministry was firm in 
the Bttddle, however, thoy dropped ail sup-' 
paifluouB oourtoey, and neither one alludes 
to the other in public. Outside this per- 
aonul feud, moreover, all is not peace and 
harmony. Tho Radicals have complained 
frequently in the Commons that Sic Wil- 
liam had not given auftioient time to the 
discueeionof their schemes. Mr. Gladstone 
has referred in private letters recently to 
the improvement of his health, his eyesight 
and his hearing, and has spoken as if he 
might soon resume his public speaking. 
These rumors have encouraged the belief, in 
some quarters, that the old man might re- 
turn to Parliament and rescue hia party 
from its predicament. This ia unlikely, yet 
if ho gives more delioite signs of hia willing- 
ness to return, he would bo received by tho 
Liberals' open arms. The present leaders 
are leaders in name only. They excito no 
enthoaiasm. When

shall reappear in parliament next session, it 
will have greatly broadened so as to include 
most of the reeommendations made by the 
Irish land committee. If the House of 
Lords throw it out again Lord Roaebery 
will dissolve parliament at once and appeal 
to the country to settle tho whole question 
of the exlatocce of the Upper House. Tho 
government have promised that tho Evicted 
'Tenants' bill shall run its oourso concur- 
rently with the Welsh Diaestabliahment bill. 
This promise does not satiafy some of the 
Welsh members, and they are out once 
more with their threats of dire vengeance if 
the ministers do not come up more promptly 
to the demands of tho Welsh membera. 
David Lloyd George, the bolligeront Welsh 
Nationalist, who site/ for Carnarvon dislriot, 
thinks that the government will again break 
faith with his coiintrymen and a general 
election must be held before the church in 
Wales can bo disestablished. The 
government's uncertain attitude to- 
wards the Welsh, and tho Welsh- 
men's suspioiouB attitude towards the 
government form one of the most 
serious problems to be faced by the Liberal 
party at the openlDg of the nest session. A 
government defeat maybe the issue of. the 
situation almost any day after the business 
of the session begins. 

British exporters are much pleased with

in Washington, although they are not jubi- 
lant over tho contents of the Gorman bill 
sohedulea. They say that anything, even 
the McKinley tarill, was far preferable to 
the continued uncertainty of the situation. 
Many traders express opinion through the 
newspapers that the evil eSeots of the 
McKinley aot upon the United l^ingdom 
has been greatly overstated. The shrinkage 
of British exports in the first six months of 
1893, equaled the shrinkage of the previous 
years. The former was due to the fact' thai 
the traders were working hand to mouth, 
orderio^ottly what they immediately required 
and thus remaining in a position to proQt 
from any remission of duties. Most persona 
in the American export trade think that 
there will be no further changes in the 
American tariff for two or throe years, Tho 
Engliah free traders argue, however, that 
putting wool on the tree list will ensure 
further progress toward a revenue tariff, the 
furmcra having gained from ttte continued 
protection. 

WOMAN SUf^BAOB. 

Sir Charles Dlike, radical, haslntroduoed 
in parliament a remarkable woman suffrage 
bill. His proposal is that any woman of 
full age, whether married or single, shall bo 
permitted to vote, or to be a oandidato in 
any parliamentary or local election. A 
woman duly elected shall, he proposes, be 
allowed to sit In either the House of Lords 
or the House of Coniinooa. The bill pro- 
vides for universal adult suffrage but bx- 
oludca the universities from their present 
privileges. Emanating as it does from the 
mind of an experienced and able politician 
the bill is regarded as one of the most pecu- 
liar products of the session.

By special order of their king, a large num- 
ber of Koreans, accompanied ohe Japancsa 
troops to Yaahan and took part in the light.

Chinese ' nayal 
offioers. The ChineBe have requested thek 
officers to arrest every Japmese who ap- 
pears in Chinese obatBtne; Two' Japatiese 
arrested as spies ' .yesterday are still in 
prison, waiting the formatioii of a proper 
tribunal to try them. " ' ' 

The Japanese government has promised 
Admiral Fremantal, who ~ commands the 
Britfsh squadron in Asiatio waters, to give 
fortyeight hours' notice in case the Japanese 
fleet bombarded Wei Hai Wei or Cheefoo, 
The eight vesBels that passed Cheefoo west- 
ward bound on July li, were the Chinese 
fleet fleeing from the Japuneaa oruiaera. The 
fleet went to Luikungtae, nortliweat of 
Choefoo, where it has been left undiaturbtd 
by the Japaneae. 

San Fkancisco, Aug. 18 — The Japanese 
consul in this city has issued a letter to the 
effeot that the person who has been trying 
to enlist men in Loe Acgclea for service in 
the Japanese government during the pre- 
sent hoatilities with China is an imposter, 
and the Japanese government has no inten- 
tion of enlisting foreigners for military sec- 
vice during the presient. contest. '

W, K, MuCluskey shipped last week from 
tho B.JC, ranch two oars of horaea to the 
Coast. Oae car containing twenty-two. waa 
sent to Victoria, and the other with nine- 
teen to Vancouver. 

The Vernon soda water mannfaotory is 
rapidly extending ita trade. Large ship- 
ments were made last week to Rarelatoko, 
Golden and other pointa along tbe'C.P.B, 

Ho prico has yet been set upon wheat by 
local buyers, hub in view of the fact that 
\ the average crop east of the mountains docs 
not promise to be a largo one, and with tho 
borne competition follov/ing the building of 
the new mill, it seems probable that tho 
fttrniers will obtoin figures conaidorubly in 
sdvanoo of tho low price for which they 
were compolled to sell last year. 

Already a largo number of pre-omptions 
hove boon recorded in Trinity vulloy, or 
Caribou fiats, tho aootion of country lying 
north of Shuawap consists chiefly of mead- 
ows, which requires but little clearing, and 
11 kt benches thinly timbered with pino and 
fir. 

Caribou aro reported unusually plentiful 
in tho mountains this year, and saverul 
Eastern hunting parties intend to have a 
try for big game in this district) as soon as 
the close season expires. 
Mr. Nelson Datoau, an old-timer well 
. known in this district, died last week at 
Kamloops, whore he had gone with the in- 
'tention of entering the Old Men's Home as 
soon aa tholb institution was ready for oo- 
cnpants. He was a brother of Mr. Yinoent 
Dnteau, of White Valley, and oame to Brit- 
iah Columbia in the early day« of the Carl- 
boo' flold'axoltemenb. Kelson oreak was 
oamea after him, and in that district be 
mined with more or leai snocess for many 
yean.

Of course this is all clear enough to a per 
son of ordinary intelligonce, and I am sorry 
to expose my stupidity in this way by ask 
ing you to help me out of the dilemma and 
to let me know what in thunder tho law 
means. If I can sell deer on the first of 
Soptomber, why can't I shoot them on that 
data?

KEFDSE BURNING. 

To THE Editor : — Your interesting arti 
ole in to-da^'a paper with regard to tho ore 
mation of city refuse touohos so closely upon 
my late proposals to the city council that I 
am oonstrained to ask you to admit a few 
additional words on the subject. 

The only descriptions of the M. Livet sys' 
torn that have come before my notice are 
those contained in the Illustrated London 
News, Cjiambors' Journal and your article 
of to-day ; consequently, not having seen 
any drawing, I could not oritioiae it except 
on general principles. Ib appears, however, 
that there is in it a system of expanding 
Sues, by which means the hot gases are in a 
state of comparative quiescence at some part 
of their journey to the chimney, which gives 
time for dust to settle. And indeed this 
could ha the only object attained, for the 
aim of all boilers is the pressing onward of 
these hot gases and the rapid absorption of 
the heat from them, without any undue loss 
from external radiation ; which can he at- 
tained in the ordinary fide boiler to which I 
proposed to attach my ref nae bnmer. 

Again, as regards the saving in ooal. If 
we accept as a basis ..of oalonlation the 
figures you quoted from the Toronto Globe, 
which are that five tons of city refuse are 
equal to one ton of good ooal (precisely the 
oscimato I gave the city council), but esti- 
mating that ten tons of refuse will equal a 
ton of coal, and we have an avorago of 
twenty loads a day, and each load only 
weighs 1,000 pounds { which is an excessively 
moderato estimate), we should have a soviog 
of at least a ton of ooal a day, or §1,500 a 
year. This makes a direct saving of $9,500 
a year by burning it under a boiler, instead 
of dumping it into the Straits and lining the 
beaches with poisonous debris.

A. BUREAU OF MININ&. 

To THE Editor :— The fact that some in- 
terest is beihg shown in respect to the min- 
eral deposits, and noticing your able letter 
in the Colonist of 'the IGch, makes me tres- 
pass on your space to say a few words in an- 
swer to several queries that have been put 
to me, as to how a Bureau of Mining would 
work. .What is wanted badly Is a place 
where information can be got about any 
mine in any distriot in British Columbia. 
Say a mine is in Cassiar, and this mine !i 
put before you by some person, who says he 
has it for sale. Well, you want to know 
about it, apart from what this person says, 
so you go to got some information reapoot- 
ing it, and find that you will have to get 
your information from tho gold commiaaion- 
er at Laketon. Now if thia information 
were at tho Bureau of Mining, you would 
be able to obtain it at once, and so satisfy 
yourself as to the statements made to you. 

You would also be enabled to get all in- 
formation concerning the property, so that 
you would not be afraid of any future litiga- 
tion which might happen, for you would sec 
what had been done on the mine and if the 
government conditions had been complied 
with. Added to this is the information that 
the miner would bo only too glad to give to 
the department in tho way of showing what 
asBaya, if any, had been made, and also 
samples of the ore itself, which he is pre- 
pared to testify to as being from this par- 
ticular mine. Yon oould also get the exact 
position of the mine and also the beat way to 
get to it, and find oat what olaaa of work 
had been done, and in the case of a crown 
grant, when. If the miner does not ohoose 
to give any data beyond what the law re- 
quires him the government oannob compel 
him, and so can only give tho absolute in- 
formation as to when the minu was recorded, 
tho work done, and in whoso name tho mine 
st-jnda, which is information nob always cor- 
rectly given in many propoaals that havu 
hoen put forward rognrdiog mining in tho 
United States. The bureau would bo use- 
ful to the government as helping them in 
their calculations respecting roads. 

Ho IV many people aro there in tho old 
country who, when a mining propoailion is 
put before them, say " No, tliaiik you ; wo 
havo had (|uitn enough of Auierioin wildcat 
mining eohemes I " Y'ou point out that this 
ia Canadian — British Columbian — and that 
thoy con get tho particulars pub before thorn 
confirmed by sending to the special dopart- 
mont on mining at Victoria, v/here everything 
is carefully investigated by tho government, 
who rooognizB that it is to the interests of 
tho province to havo everything carefully 
recorded. By being able to give all this in- 
formation, the government abowa that it ia 
doing its duty by the province in giving 
enoonragement to bonafide capital coming 
into the ooantry, whioh means morepopnla- 
tion, more-bnsiness,more farms, more manu- 
faotnres, more enterprise,, wtaloh results the 
government have had always in view. 
« There cannot be any doubt but that the 
right thing- will have been done when any 
miner in British Oolnmbia can say that in 
his country there ' no necessity for 
danger of "wildcat" schemes, for 
any one attempting snch wilt soon 
find out that the miners themselves 
will not allow any but honest' reports to go 
to the bureau. The result irill be that the 



government will have abundant material to 
enable them to pnt this information in such 
a form as the report of the Minister of 
Mines, and I doubt not that in bis second 
report be would have a great deal more 
matter, whioh would be furnished by the 
miners after seeing the first report. By 
doing this thoy will have shown that as far 
aa a good responsible government cttn do 
they have done their utmost, and it is for 
the people themselves to back up and do the 
rest to help. 

If particulars were to be given of the iron 
and copper it would be necessary to go all 
over the province, bub I may mention 13 
assays from one iron mine on Vancouver 
island T7hiah average 60 per cent, iron, and 
three analytic tests made at the Glasgow 
city analyst's laboratory give an average of 
62 '.iO iron, 7 5 of pig iron, IH 1-17 pig iron 
per ton, and '20 per cent, of ore required to 
make a ton of pig iron. Phosphorus and 
sulphur, merely traces.

FEOM THE YUKON. 

Deaths In tho Mines— Five I'ersonB Drowned 
—Relief for .^liners Wanted— 
Slalla Lost. 

Port Townsend, Aug. IS. — Maao broth- 
era have returned from the Yukon river, 
with advices to July 1. Capt. Lyon, who 
waa going down the Yukon river to take 
command of the ateamer P. B. Weare, and 
four others were oapaized , and drowned at 
Five Fingers rapida. Sixty pounds of mail 
was also lost. 

The steamer Arctic, which was used as a 
freight tender on the Upper Vukon, was 
caught in a gale sixty miles from St. 
Michael's island and was badly damaged. 
The vessel was compelled to return for re- 
pairs, and there is no other available vessel 
to take supplies to miners on tho Upper 
Yukon river. There aro 1,000 miners there, 
and if relief ia not sent at onco it is feared 
much suffering will ensue. 

Missions and trading stations along the 
Lower Yukon river were greatly damaged 
last year by tho extreme high water. The 
natives lost most of their winter''fl iood and 
were reduced to starvation. 

Several deaths occurred in tho mines last 
winter. Joe Goldsmith, a whisky smug- 
gler, was found on the river bank dead 
from cold and exposure. Two miners had a 
dispute over a claim and had a duel with 
pistols. Both were killed. Several new 
mining discoveries aro reported. 

Commander Morgan, of the United States 
steamer Alert, came down on the ship Iro- 
quois on account of illness, and proceeded 
to San Francisco. 

Much aaziety is felt for the safely of the 
ateamer Albion, which left Puget sound for 
St. Michael's island early in June with sup- 
pliea for the Ynkon minera. Ordinarily the 
vessel should have arrived at Unalaska early 
in July, and Its destination two weeks later. 
Recent 'advloea from both places say the 
steamer ha^ not reached there, and the 
Ynkon traders are mnob alarmed. 



THB CHIM£SB LOAN 

ObtainaUe in Iiondon Twenty Times Over- 
Sltrer Will Go Up Hleher. 

London, Aug. 18.— The financiers of this 
city, Berlin and other capitals of Europe are 

eagerly discussing the proposed Chinese 
loan. Inquiries iiuiio at tho ofllco of Jardine, 
Miitljc'iMi .t Co., London and China mer- 
c'l'in'M, .r.n ii! thcLliicos of the Hongkong 
iV .Sh.ii^hut HaMl;iiig Company, show that 
tno loan which ihf i;reat Ijar.Uiiig inBtitutiona 
of Berlin aro amd 'o be Horning for Cliina 
rtniounta to 1-0,000,1)00 taela, and not to .UK),- 
000,000, as provifiualy announced hero and 
in Korlin. A tael is estimated to bu worth 
about one ounce and one-third of ailvor, or, 
rouuhly speukirg, Bhillinga sterling or 
SI -10, supposing Lliai this amount ropreacuta 
the value of silver of the weight of one laol. 

It appears that about a month ago China 
iD(|uired through tlio Hongkong A; Shang- 
hai bonk for the rate at which such a loan 
to be made in ailvor could bo efTeoted. The 
bank immediately ofl'ered to loan tho Chin- 
tse government £1,000,000 sterlirg. Jar- 
dine, Matheaon &. Co , who had alao been 
consulrcii lu regard to tbo proposed Chinese 
loan, ill' red to loan China another £1,000,- 
000, or as much money as tho government 
should require, hut Viceroy Chang de- 
clined both offers at that time, saying thero 
was no immediate necessity for tho loan, 
as China had plenty to go on with. Later, 
however, it- beoame known that in view 
of the repayment of the last portion a 
of the present 7 and 6 per cent, gold bonds 
oue at the Hongkong k Shanghai Banking 
Company in January, 180S, and in view 
also of the war needs, China desired to in- 
crease the amount of her available oash. A 
syndicate nf German bankers was at once 
formed in Itarlio, and their agents at Tiec- 
tain wore instructed to osk Viceroy Li 
>Iung Chang for un option on tho loar. 
Uozons of London and other proir.otcra fol- 
lowed the exaniplo of the German baukerp, 
and Li Hung Chang ur.d the Chinese minis- 
ter hero were besieged with f.ffars from rc« 
sponsible and irresponsible partiea .anxloi s 
to have a share tf some detotlption in tl e 
Chinese loan. 

It is probublo that over .CO, 000, 000 was 
ofTerod to China, and this produced 
the result that China was not in- 
clined to pay over 1 per cent, for 
her loan. Thero is no doubt that 
iJl,.")00,000 gold will bo isaued hero early 
in September. Tho loan will probably 
consist of i per cent, thirly-year bonds, 
and at least two-thirds of this amount will 
be payable to China In silver. For this loan 



STILL HOPEFUL. 

HawftUan Koynllsts Contend That tho Kapub- 
Uc Cannot Lust— It Must Bo 
More lilloral. 

ClilCAOO, Aug. 18.— Qaeen Liliuokalani'a 
commissioners, Samuel Parker, H. A. Wide- 
mann and J. A. Commins, have arrived at 

the Grand Pacific on their way back to 
Honolulu. " Our mission was not wholly 
unsatisfactory," said one of the commission, 
era. " We anaoeeded in presenting the sab- 
je'ot of the present situation In Its proper 
liBht. We had expected, however, to be 
able>ito keep the republic, as It is called, 
from receiving recognition. Wo failed in 
that, as Preeident Cleveland hud seen fit to 
rcdogn'/a it. There ia nothing for ua to do 
but to live under tho government in hope 
of some day securing a change. It is im- 
posaible to secure control of tho govern- 
ment by the opposition, for Dole ond his 
party compel the oath of allegiance, al- 
though ho haa not the support of a major- 
ity of the white people and no support w hat- 
over from the natives. Such being tbe case 
you can readily see he hag not tho elements 
of stability. The claim that the natives 
were only waiting for recognition of tho re- 
public by tho United Statea to take the oath 
of allegiance is not true. The natives will 
not take the oaih. The constitution gives 
more power to the president than the con- 
stitution of 1857 gave to the king, who had 
been absolute ruler over life and death and 
property, when he agreed to it. It is a re- 
public only in name, and will not continue 
unless it be made more liberaL"

A HAD SX AMPLE FOLLOWED. 

The bad example set by tho Victoria 
Times ia being followed by tho other news- 
papers of the Opposition. The Times, with 
out seeking for information from those who 
bad a knowledge of the financial state of the 
Province, proclaimed that Um Treasury was 
Ljmpletely empty — that it was so destitute 
of funds as to be unable to pay the salaries 
of offijiala. And now we aeo the Vancouver 
KewB-Advertiser and the W'eatminstor 
Columbian harping; on tho same string. 
These papers have nob the shadow of an ex- 
onie for crying down the credit of the Pro- 
rince. There is no party end to be gained 
by uttering and re-uttoring these baseless 
falsehoods. Tho elections are over, and the 
position of tho Uovernment, supported as 
it is bj! a large msjorlty, cannot bo atlectcd 
by the circulation of reports damui^ing to 
the credit of the Province. The Opposition 
sheots, therefore, in circulating the lies of 
the Timca, can be actuated, by nothing but 
ni ilico. They, it ia presumed, hope to dis- 
credit the Premier and hia colleagues by 
endeavoring to make tho people believe that 
they have not at their command sullioient 
money to carry on the ordinary business of 
the Government. In their eagernose to^ 
gratify their spito they have lost all regard 
for tho intoreata of tho Province. It is 
quite apparent that they aro ready to inflict 
serioas injury on tho whole community if 
by doiog so they can gain what appears to 
them a party advantage. On no other 
theory cin their unprincipled oonduot 
be explained. Running down the credit 
of the i'rovince can do tho Government no 
hirm at home, for all liritish Golumbians,no 
matter to what party they belong, attaoh 
v«ry little importance to the utterances of 
the Opposition press ; but it may be difler 
enb abroad. There the character of that 
press is not known. In Oreat Britain it 
would not bo supposed that there aro in any 
of the Eaglish apouking colonic^ journals so 
reckless, so unprincipled and so unpatriotic 
M to publish such statements as those con- 
tained In the papers we have named, unless 
there was the most urgent necessity for so 
doing, and oven then not until after they 
had made tho most searching in(|uiric8 in 
quarters in which reliable information was 
to bo guiued. They would regard it aa 
incredible that newspapers, supposed to 
be retpeotable, would publish reports 
■oinjnrioui to the Pxovinoe on mere street 
Soaiip and nnantbentioBted rumor. They 
.would naturally eappoae. th'a(>, such papers, 
no niatterhow strongly they were opposed 
to the policy of the Government, would cot 



oaly refuse to e,lve publicity to such un- 
founded reports, but would, if by any chance 
they had been ciroulated, do their utmost to 
show how groundless ' they were and how 
utterly unworthy of credit. But we regret 
to have to say that those who believe that 
Opposition nownnannra should bo aa careful 
of tho credit of the country and as patriotic 
as those supporting the Government, would 
be shocked and disgusted at witnessing tho 
unprincipled and unpatriotic devices 're- 
sorted to by the Opposition papers of this 
Provinoe to gain what seems to fair-minded 
men the paltriest party triumph. 

A OONTRAST. 

The contrast between tho condition of 
Canada and that of the United Slates during 
the last, two or three montbe has been moat 
striking. On iihe United States aide of the 
national boundary line there have been, in 
addition to tho most discouraging commer- 
cial dcprosaion, eonunotiona that aeriously 
disturbed society uud threatened to bring 
bosineas in almost every part of the Union 
to a standstill. There was also a struggle 
in Congress that put a heavy atrain on tho 
iuatitutions of the Republic, one of tho 
reauUa of which, we believe, will bo to bring 
a branch of the Federal Logialuturo into 
permanent discredit. It ia not likely that 
the Senate will ever regain the place it has 
lost in the oateem of the people of the 
Uoitod States. 

On tho Canadian side of the lino there 
have been no diaturbancea. Society haa not 
boon alarmed at tho turbulonco of mobs, 
neither haa business been disarranged by 
violent latwr diaputea. The Government 
haa pursued the even tenor of its way. There 
have been no oollisions between the different 
branches of the legislature, and the Prime 
Minister has not been worn out by unusual 
oarcs or worried by bitter diasonsiona iu the 
party which he leads. The Governor-Gen 
oral has been able to perform hia public 
duties without anxieties of any kind. The 
machinery of government has worked stead- 
ily and smoothly, and tho country has been 
peaceable and quiet from one end to 
tho other. Our neighbors have ob- 
served this contrast as well as ourselves. 
Many of them have loolAid across the bor 
der envying Canadians the peaoe and con 
bent that prevailed among -them. Tho Chi 
oago Interior bears the following testimony 
to the law-abiding character of the Cana- 
adian people and to the efficacy of Canadian 
institutions: 

There are times when the Amerloan eagle 
sits very quietly in a remoto corner of the 
aviary and refuses to indulge in bis tenden 
cy to scream. It is when on one side of his 
cage he sees city moba and factory lock 
outs and miners' riots and industrial armies; 
and on the other side he notes the quiet and 
content of his Canadian neighbors. Are our 
friends north of the (;rcac lakes made of 
other flesh and blood than we ? Aro they 
speaking different tongues and bred in oppo- 
aite faitna, more bomogeneoos! It will be a 
long day in the fntnre before any one will 
hear of discontented masses seizing 
train of the Canadian Pacific. Who 
oan remember a case of lynching north of 
the boundary line of our states ? The fact 
is that we aro drifting rapidly toward an 
archy, and there ia no use iu assuming to bo 
blind to the fact. The awarma that terror- 
i/.o our national and state capitals would 
not be tolerated for an hour in a remoto aot- 
tlement of Manitoba, liven the Indi 
buries hia tomahawk or Winchester aa aoon 
aa ho crosaea the line. England euflcra 
neither citizen nor aavage to tlout iier laws ; 
we euder immigrant, tramp and desperado 
to go his own gait ; and juat now we are 
paying dearly for tho sululitution of volun- 
tary organizjtions for civil compacts. Cen- 
turies boforo Christ waa born a philosopher 
of Greece described the orbit of a state 
through revolution, liberty, lawlesaness 
back to despotism again. The question will 
rise in every thoughiful mind, are we near 
ing the apogee from whioh we started one

•' FEA8BR VALLEY , RELIEF." 

On Friday evening the Times of this city, 
in its leading article, quoted the following 
pasBBgo from tho Vancouver World of 
Wednesday 

" In connection with the distribution of 
relief by the Government to tho .settlers in 
the Lower Friser valley who wero damaged 
by tho high waters of last June, coiiaidorablo 
haa leaked out of a character to warrant tho 
belief that the good intentions of tho ad- 
niiniatratioa wero taken advantage of by 
many to magnify their losses in order to lay 
in (juantitiea of supplies greater than they 
ever had before. The systeni adopted was 
grossly abused. Many deuerving cases 
were ignored, while thoaa who did 
not sull'er to any groat extent, but 
who were pooai'Baed of a superabundance 
of gall and lacking in shanio were 
accorded u liearing aa well aa liberal asaiat- 
ance. Tho government ahouUl inquire into 
all tho facts conneotod with tho diatrihution, 
publish the names of those who met with 
loaa and thoeo to whom relief waa given, aa 
well AS the persona now seeking for public 
assistance. Tho generous manner in which 
Col, Baker acted led some to suppose that 
the government should not only give them 
seed, food, etc., but actually money ad lib. ! 
Deserving cases should not be questioned, 
but those who are pleading for further relief 
should be asked to prepare their olaim and 
have its accuracy vouched for by responsible 
parties. If this step ia not taken the abuses 
aro liable to continue." 

Veaterduy evening's Times oontolna the 
following letter from the Hon. the Provincial 
Secretary, whioh apeaka for itaolf : 

To THE KDlTolt : — In your article yeater 
day I saw tho extraordinary atatomenta 
copied from the World oommentiog on the 
abusoa said to have been committed in dia 
tributing government relief to the sufforera 
from the floods iu tho Fraaor river valley. 

Tho reports aro entirely contrary to fact 
In no caae did I give money relief or hold 
out any hope that it would bo given ; on the 
contrary, I distinctly informed tho appli- 
cants that it would not ho given. When 
food waa supplied it wua olwaye on tho 
recommendation of well known and rcapon- 
aiblo people of the locality. There may be 
some isolated iostanoos of deserving cases 
having been overlooked, as was only natural 
iu euuh a large area, but I am quite sure 
that they are exceptional. 

There wore oases of farmers in good cir- 
oumstanoes, but who could not got seed in 
time to sow their oropa after tho water sub- 
sided, and they asked for and obtained seed 
on the condition that they afterwards paid 
the Governmenb for it. 

The aame thing waa done In some caaea 
with fodder for horaea which were atarving. 



The farmers could not get transport for their 
hay, and therefore bought it from the Gov- 
ernment transport. 

Now that the lands which were flooded 
are green with crops through tho instru- 
mentality of the Government's timely as- 
sistance with seed, it is easy to minimize 
the damage caused by the water, but it must 
be remembered that wlthontBuoh aeaiatance 
there would be no crops at the present time, 
and bonsequently no winter supply of food 
foratoek. :

LABOR'S FUTURE. 

The failure of the great railway strike in 
the United States haa set men thinking 
abont what can be done to ameliorate tho 
condition of tho working mon. There are 
some who think that GovernmonC ought to 
do moro than it baa done and is doing, to 
better the condition of the working classes. 
Many believe that itia easy for Government 
to do a great deal for these claaaes until 
they are placed in a position to help to do 
aomething for them, and then they find it is 
by no moana auch an eaay matter as they 
supposed. Working men who are Labor 
Commisaionera and members bf Parliament 
are in oourse of time oonvinoed that' Gov- 
ernments are not all-powerful, and that 
many schemes that are devised to help work 
ing mon are, when they are closely examined, 
not helpful at all. The groat British Labor 
Commission, oomposod as it ia of able and 
honest men, every one of whom desired to 
do what be could to' make the life of the 
workingmun and tho lives of those do 
pendont on him easier and pleaaanter, has 
been almost confessedly a failure. Wo are 
afraid that those who- expect that the Labor 
Commission of this Dominion will produce 
better reaulta, will be aadly disappointed. 
The queation which the Commissioners have 
to consider are in their nature exceedingly 
difficult of solution, and it ia hardly to be 
expected that they will be solved by any 
sot of men, lot them be ever so able and 
their intentions ever so good ia one year or 
in ten. 

Would it not be well if worklngmen ceased 
to expoot so much from Governments, and 
depended almost entirely on themselves 
for the improvement of their condition ? 
Should they not endeavor to qualify them- 
selves to come to reasonable concluaiona on 
tho great questions of tho day ? They pos- 
sess greater powers, both social and politi- 
cal, than they ever had before, and should 
they not train themselves to use those pow- 
ers for their own good 'i They ore just now 
learning valuable lessons in the school of 
experience ; should they not endeavor to 
profit by those lessons ? 

There are among workingmon a large pro- 
portion of clear-headed and intelligent men, 
who are well fitted to advisa their fellow- 
workmen. Have those men had as much in- 
fluence hitherto aa they wore entitled to by 
their intelligence and their ability 1 Havo 
they not been too often out-talked by the 
"jaw-smiths" who made agitation their 
trade and bullied Into acqnieaoence of 
what their jodgmenta disapproved by the 
howling of ignorant and impulsive men who 
havo neither tho will nor tho capacity to 
reason coolly and temperately 1 la it not 
time that the moderate and the thinking 
men in the ranka of Labor aaaerted theni> 
selvea and refused 'to be guided or driven 
by men who are not competent to guide 
them aright ? What are tho relations that 
should exist between Capital and Labor? 
for instance, is one of the must ditBcult as 
well as the most important questions which 
workingmen and men of every other class 
must in these daya oonaider. How many 
of the BO'Called leaders of Labor and tbelr 
most onthusiastic followers are able to dis- 
cuss this (|ue8lion as it ought to bo diacussed 
and as it must be discussed if society is to bo 
sav'jd from some of the terrible evils that 
threaten it ? It must not be forgotten that 
workingmen are even more interested 
than capitalists In finding a reasonable 
answer to this (lUPStion. The want of a 
thorough underatanding of it ia at tho 
bottom of all the labor disputes of our age. 
And who are the greatest anfferera when 
those disputes cannot be settled and strikes 
and look-outa are the conacquences ? The 
work people and their familiea ia the answer 
that muat occur to every ono. Who can 
measure the suffering that tho lalo atrikca 
ia the United States and Great Britain havo 
caused ''. And it is painful to think that th a 
suffering could have boon avoided if the 
counsels of the thinking and the law-abiding 
men among the work people themselves hud 
prevailed. 

Ic ia easily seen that violence does not 
help the workingman. This is one of tho 
leaaona that can bu learned from the Aiiiori- 
oan atrikea All that violence did was to 
prolong the strikes and to make settlement 
more difflcult. Besides this, it weakened 
the cause of Labor, aa it caused fear and 
Ciislike to take tho place of ayuipathy 
in tho breaats of hundreds of thouaanda of 
the other cluaaes. Thin is to deplored, for 
in these days no causo can progress and 
prosper whioh makea itaelf obnoxioua to 
publid opinion. 

It must bo evident that the future of 
labor ia very much in ^ho hands of tho men 
who labor. If they act upon roason rather 
than upon impulse, if they cultivate self- 
rolianoe and so work their organizations 
that the beat men will have their fair share 
of influence, all that oan be done to improve 
their condition will to done. If, on the 
contrary, they submit to tho leadership of 
incompetent men and permit raah and 
violent mon to coorco them into doing what 
their best men know ia unwiso and inexpe- 
dient, the period of unreat and agitation 
will be indefinitely prolonged, and they will, 
after much Hufl'oring, be ooTiipellod at last to 
be guided by wifio and inodei ato mon.

ConiiuutioQ was made with this 
for tliQ purpoHii of piping tho water across to 
tho cold sioraiii; plant, Tho charter of the 
ICsijuinialt Wntiir Compary forbids thoir 
laying pipes nil Llio oaHt side of tho harbor, 
and the city burtistor has threatened an ac- 
tion for t-iolation of the provisions of tho 
charter. On tho other hand, tho Kecjuinialt 
company disclaims having laid any pipea 
across the harbor, while tho cold storage 
people say that they buy the water on the 
other sido and bring ib over themselves and 
altogether on their own property. The'ao- 
tion of the city, they assert, is quite similar 
to an attempt to prevent them from buy- 
ing water over tiiere and bringing it over in 
oarti, In any event the storage people are 



determined to have pure ice for their busi- 
ness, which they assert cannot be made 
from the city water, hence the pipes,

Canadlau Successes At Seattle Kes:at- 
ta— Foulkes and Cuppage Win- 
nera at Tacoma. J, 



VAKOODVB»,;Bi^'C., Aug. 18.— (Spcoialj— 
Tho second annual ohampioDship race meet 
of tho Canadian Wheelmen's Association in 
ISritish Columbia was disposed of hero this 
afternoon, with track and weather perfect 
ond an attendance of thousands. Unfor- 
tunately the races dragged, and were nob of 
the same hij[h standard eatablisbed hstyear 
at Westminster, olbse finishes being few and 
fast time an unknown quantity. 

The championship quarter mile, one 
mile oud five milo went as was expected to 
Nanaiiiio, but, us was not expected, save by 
a few who liad been carefully watching tho 
youuger hrother, the two latter were 
captured by Albert Deeming. lu spurting 
ho is much stronger thun " Jimmio " is, and 
he is cotislantly improving. James Doem- 
iiiiz was, however, the prime favorite to- 
day, with Barker, of Vancouver, tho most 
formidable man in the field to oppose the 
brothers,. 

In the championship quarter Barker did 
not ride, having lost the trial boat in the 
morning, James Deeming won this race 
from Albert Deeming and Harry Franklin 
Time— :U min. 15 sec. 

The time in the championship one milo 
was 2 min. 41 sec, and in tho live mile race 
15 min. 28 eeo. 

Bradley, of Victoria, was greatly missed 
and the general opinion of the spectators 
was voiood in tho frccjuontly heard remark 
that "If he'd been here the Deem'ings 
would have found their match in tho short 
dlstanoes ab least." No one regrets his oc 
oident more than do the Vancouvorites, 
who did their best to-day to make their 
visitors happy and at home. Of the riders 
from the eapital, three only competed. 
Alley, Tiedemana and Wolff, the latter 
riding to fill, being otttof form. 

Alley won the novice race as he pleased 
from afield of four, in 2 min. 46 seas., beat, 
ing G, W. Cleerin in by two hundred yards. 
He could have finished fully five seconds 
better if pushed. Alley also gob second in 
the obstacle race, which Barker won and 
which occasioned much amuaemenb, though 
it was rather complicated. 

Tidemann won the mile handicap from the 
sixty yard mark (there being no scratch men) 
beating Clabon (same start) in by a bare 
handsbreadth in 2 min. ,'!! sec, or about 2 
min. ."i6 aoc. for the milo — better than the 
championship time.

CATTLE EXPORTS. 

Official Beporta ConcernlnK the Admtsaion of 
Canadian Stock Into England. 

London, Aug. 17. — The Board of Agri- 
culture has published the ofnoial documents 
concerning thu importation of Canadian 
cattle. Mr. Gardner, president of the 
Board of Trade, decidod that tho prohibi- 
tion must stand. The documents com- 
prise the evidoncQ of seventeen exports, 
and a minute containing tho Board's 
doduotions. No one testified positively 
that the carcasses examined wore 
not oases of contagious plouro pneumonia. 
Many confirmed the df oisiQus of tho cOlcers 
of the board. The board ooasiders that 
the evidence negatives the suggestion that 
the disease is oroupoua pneumonia. Mussrs. 
HuntiDR and MacQcteen favored the theory 
that it ia a diaeaae hitherto unobserved. 
The board expreases the opinion that the 
next step rreta with the Canadian vaterioa 
ilmt >m In oonarqaehoe says; "It Is beyond 
queBliantbataditeaaeoooura, ia Canadian 
cattle whioh many of the ablest and most 
qualified vetifinarlana in Great Britain de- 
clare to be contagions pleuro pneumonia, 
whioh even those holding the opinion that 
it is a row diaonso pronounced bao 
torial and that tho disease could 
not have developed to the extent 
shown Hhon tho animals are killed, 
three weeks after shipment, unless contraot- 
od bofoae leaving Canada. Tho matters de- 
serve and will doubtlesa rcoijive tho serious 
attention of the Dominion government. In 
tho meantime it is clearly tho board's duty 
t) maintain iha r gulation requiring 
slaughter at the port uf landing."

Xhe gonth African Bebellion Assnmlnt; Alarm- 
ing ConditlouB and Proportlous. 

Pretoria, South Africa, Aug. 18,- The 
rebellion of the Kaffirs is assuming an alarm- 
ing condition. Tho Transvaal police detach- 
ment, which has been attempting to relieve 
the g'irrieon at Agutha has been repulsed 
with serious lose. Emboldened by their 
success the KatBrs pursued tho retreating 
troopers and attacked the main oolumn of 
the Boer forces. The Ka^rs were driven 
back, but the advanoeTolrtha column was 
retarded. From the Boer settlements all 
along the Letaha river come reports of severe 
fighting between islated parties of retreat- 
ing Boers and Kaffirs, who are burning Boer 
homesteads all along the river. The 
B<>era ),are fleeing before the Kaffirs' ad- 
vainoa, iiaking all their portable, property, 
but large quantities of provisions and oattle 
have neoeasarily. fallen into the hands of the 
Kaffirs. ' The' latter have murdered a num- 
ber of Boers and thetro wives and children, 
and the fiercest feelings ot^Ae Boers have 
been aroused against the rebel); In all the 
disturbed dlatricta ',mail and passenger 
coaches have < been stopped, passengers 
killed, coaches looted and destroyed, and 
mules stolen. The Murohiaen road is en- 
tirely closed. The Boers are reported to 
have erected strong barricades aoross it at 
the point where it passes between two bills, 
and they are said to have prepared to defend 
the mails. Tho government is reinforoing 
its troops as rapidly as poBS\ble, and it is ex- 
pected that an ddvanoe in force will be 
made upon the Kaffirs to-day or to-morrow.

MUNICIPAL HOUSEKEEPING. 



What German Cities Do for Their In 
habitants— The Edncatioiial 
System. 



Public Works and Enterprises— Latest 
IiDprovenients at the 
CapituL 

(By Albert f haw, in the Century.) 
(Continued.) 
Tho sanitary iiuthoritius iit Berlin have 
led the world lu recent iuquirios into tho 
relation of the water [supply 'to public 
health, and the character of the aervico 
rendered by tho Borlin water works is 
con.stantly improving. Science has 
triuntphcd notably over natural ditlicul- 
tiea, and the municipality will bo able, 
in developing the aorvico, to keep pace 
with tho aomand. When tho Berlin 
authorities decidod to establish a metro- 
politan water supply, thoy a'so dotor- 
mined upon another and still greater 
undertaking. They perceived that tho 
modern city refjuirep, aa tho complement 
of a good aystfeiii of pure water distribut- 
ed through every street and every build- 
inp;, an equally good system of house 
drainage and of sewage removal and dis- 
position. The modem ideal ia a .strong, 
pure volume of water, derived from sure 
and constant sources that are beyond dan- 
ger of pollution, forced by ample pressure 
through a network of mains and pipes 
penetrating every abode, and then, con- 
taminated by use and saturated with 
rofu.so from closets, kitchens and street- 
drauiugo, collected again and carried oil" 
in aewagfl tunnels to some safe destina- 
tion. ' 

B(5rlin had drained into tho Spree, and 
had used vaults for solid waste instead of 
tho modern all-rucoiviiig sewers. ( lood 
drainage was as necessary as good water, 
and the [jerinaneiit diajliarge of unpuri- 
iied sewiigo into tho Spree was out of tho 
(iuestion. Artificial purification and the 
manufacture of fertilizers from the pre- 
cipitated solids, would have been possi- 
blu ; but Berlin wisely adopted the bettor 
plan of natural purification by the ir- 
rigatnig of land. Imnionso research was 
bestowed upon tho subject, with tho re- 
sult that the Berlin drainage ia tho most 
perfect ill the world, and, so far as 
physical forms and conditions are con- 
cerned, is uiuiuestionably that city's 
most notable achievement in municipal 
housekeeping. Tho city was divided in- 
to twelve drainage districts, called 
" radial .systems," tho divisions being ar- 
ranged upon topogiapliical considera- 
tions. The Bowora of each district were 
to converge at a common centre, at which 
would bo located ' a receiving basin and 
steam pumping works. A tunnel was to 
connect each of these district centres 
with the rBservoirs and pumping works 
of a sewage farm some miles distant. 

THIRTY SQUARE MItE.S OF SEWAGE FAllMS. 

E.vcepting for soino thinly populated 
outskirts, all the houses of Berlui are 
now connected with tho new drainage 
works, which nre carrying annually from 
00,000,000 to 70,000,000 cubic meters uf 
sewage to bo distributed by scientific ir- 
rigation over the surface of .municipal 
farms having an aggregate extent of more 
than 20,000 acres, or upward of thirty 
square miles. Additional land has been 
bought from time to time. It is inter- 
teresting to note that a city tho munici- 
pal limits of which include only twenty- 
five square milea, should have acquired 
an out8idedpm*in of thirty sijuare niiles 
as a place for^the discharge of its liquid 
waste. The Berlin sewage farms are 
tracts of rather poor and sandy soil ; 
but land is not very cheap in tho vicinity 
of so great a city, and the purcliaae 
money reached about 15,000,000 marks, 
An aciditional 15,000,000 marks had been 
spent prior to 1893 inlaying out the farms 
trenching and tilling them for irrigation 
purposes, and equipping them with the 
necessary biilldinga and iiiii)rovemonta. 
At tliat time there had been expended 
upon the radial .system in Berlin and tho 
discliargiUL; lunnels about 1)5,000,000 
marks, makin<; ft total of nearly 100,000,- 
000. With the further outlay to be 
mudo in complctini'. "( the system as a 
whole, the now Berlin aowago woilcs, In- 1 
eluding the farms and their imptove- 
ments, may perhaps be said to constitute 
a 120,000,000 mark ($30,000,000) plant. 

From an American point of view it i.s 
novel to consider a city's draiongo works 
as a self-supp(jrtiiiL; or productive enter- 
prise, iiko its water works and its ^as 
works ; but it is in that light that Berlin 
regards it. Before the new system was 
introduced, tlie citizens had to pay for 
the removal of night-soil, etc. "The city 
now charges a moderate sewage rate 
against all property that the system 
servos. The part.s uf the farnhi that iiave 
been brought under olnsust cultivation are 
already very prolitable, although tho not 
income from the entire thirty scjuare 
milea does not yet pay the full interest 
ou tho investment of 30,000,000 nuirk.s. 
The fertilizhig value of the sewage ia so 
great, and tlio administration of tho 
farms ia so superb, that within a very 
few years tho inve.stuient will have bo- 
come enormou.sly pniductivo. On eaeii 
of the fai'nis are imr.series of young fruit 
trees, and coiisideraUe areas of orchard 
have already begun to yield some fruit- 
age. Prodigious crops of vegetables are 
grown, and the yield per acre of cereals 
and grass ia .simply remarkable. Within 
a reasonable pei ii d the sewage farms will 
have earned protits enough to jiay back 
all that was invested in them, and event- 
ually they will bo a source of surplus in- 
come that will m iterially lessen tho load 
of municipal taxation. IMcanwliile, from 
the sanitary ])oint of view, tho .system is 
an unqualilied success.

WATKK, 

The prolilems of water supply and 
drainage one or both — have in recent 
years tnrced tliem.selves upon many 
(itlier (ii'rman cities besides Herlin. 
Hamburg '.4 experience is especially 
worthy of note. The si;cond city iu the 
empire, with a popuKlinn of (JOO.OOO, 
with groat wealth, ami vast sliipping and 
conintoroial iutoreots, Hamburg had long 
been aware of the need of a ])ure water 
supply. I ts situation in a Hat reuion at 
the he id of lidal water in the FAho, had 
seemed to make iieci'saary the euntinued 
use of the river water, in spite of its un- 
whuleuome condition. But Hnniburg 
received a great impetus in all directiona 
from its in(3luBion in the Germaiv Zbll- 



verein, a few ye.irs ago, and from the 
success of the joint muuicipill ' and ira 
perial project of great harbor improve- 
ments. As had happened earlier in 
Berlin, a conjunction of political, com- 
mercial and sanitary motives now stirred 
tho Homburg authorities to an unpre- 
cedented activity. A magnificent now 
city hall, to be opened thia year, was 
entered upon as a symbol of the- new 
municipal era. As tho prime sani ary 
reform, it was determined to construct 
tho greatest and most complete filtration 
plant in tho woiid^ to supply tho city 
with an unlimited fjuantity of Elbe watur 
purilied to meet tho sovoresb teals of 
chemist or buctenologist. The new 
works were under conatruction when the 
frightful cholera epidemic of 1892 swept 
aw!iy thousands of victims. It was 
demonstrated that the diaease had been 
propagated through the use of Elbe 
water, and that filtration would remove 
tho cholera germa. The now worka were 
to liavo been ready for use in 1891: ; but 
by groat effort tliey were completed and 
put into operation in May, 1893. 

During last summer and autumn, the 
river water, when introduced into the 
subsidence basins and filters, contained 
millions of cholera germs to tho cubic 
inch. As it emerged and was supplied to 
th" city, the water was as safe and whole- 
some as if it had been brought from high 
Alpine sources. The filtered water 
averted the return of the epidemic in 
189.'3. So striking an object lession in 
municipal health administration has 
never been preaeiitod before, and its 
effect will have been felt everywhere in 
Europe. Hamburg, meanwhile, is in- 
troducing various other reforms of great 
value. 

RBFOKMED WATER AND DRAIJfAaB AT 
BRESLAU AND MUNICH. 

BitKsr.Ar, which ranks fifth in population 
among ( ierman cities, is one of the model 
municipalitiea. It lies on both banks of 
tho river Odor, from which stream it 
pumps its water aupply. It has for some 
years aucessfully filtered tho water, and it 
also has carried intr) full execution a 
system of modern sowers and ' ' riesel- 
felder" (sewage-fHrms) which leaves little 
to be desired. Tho waterworks are a 
source of large net income to the city, 
and tho farms, which aro rented to ten- 
ants, seem also to be a prolitable invest- 
ment. The entire population is served 
by tho waterworks, ana all the house and 
street drains empty into the tunnels that 
discharge into the basins of the " ricsel- 
felder. " 

Munich had long sufl'ered from an un- 
enviable reputation throughout Europe 
for its high mortality rate, and particu- 
laly for the prevalence of malignant forms 
of typhoid, fever. There were thousands 
of cases of fever every year, and the num- 
ber of deaths from that cause alone was 
high in tho hundredf, in some years ex- 
ceeding a thousand. In 1.S8,'! a now 
water supply from pure springs in the 
Alps was brought into jSIunich, tainted 
wells were closed, and the foul river 
water waa superseded for drinking pur- 
poses. As soon as the new order of 
things had become fairly establislied, the 
yearly deatba from typhoid fever could 
almost be counted upon the fingers of 
one's two hands. The new water supply 
of Munich was attended by other sanitary 
reforms, including iinpoved aewera and 
the substitution of a magnificent muni- 
cipal abattoir, with all modern convenien- 
ces and ample cattle markets and yards, 
for about eight hundred small slaughter 
houses that had existed in diflferont parts 
of the city. The introduction of .Mpine 
water seemed a bold undertaking at the 
time but it has been an ea.sy matter to 
make the worka earn surplus profits after 
paying all expenses and providing for in- 
terest and sinking fund. I should be 
glad if space allowed me to describe the 
improved water aiad drainage of Frank- 
fort-on-Main and of snmller cities such as 
Brimswick and Dantzic. 

STREET-CLEANING IK aERMANV. 

Clean streets and alleys, and immacu- 
late back yards, were certainly not con- 
spiciously characteristic of German cities 
twenty years ago; but the recent iinprove- 
ments in water supi>ly and drainage, as 
well as in general sanitary administration, 
misjht naturally bo expected to h-Vr'U the 
accompaniment of reformed cleansing 
arrangements. Moreover, clean streets 
had been made feasible by the smootii, 
new paving of roadways and sidewalks. 
As a rule the streets of Gorman cities are 
now kept in a state of enviable cleanli- 
ness. Berlin's tlionnighfares are scrubbed 
and swept continually, under a fystom 
that ia perfectlv organized, and that costs 
less than §500,000 a year. It is a flexible 
system, which provides for the prompt 
increase of workingmen in bad weather, 
and is never helpless in the presence of a 
sudden snow fall. The central streets of 
all the leading < ierman cities are tho- 
roughly cleansed once a day, at night or 
very early in the inoruiiig, in addition to 
which "flying columna" of street-clean- 
ers are on constant day duty^ to remove 
horse manure and other scoumiilstions. 
In the residence quarter of most German 
cities it is still the rule that street sweep- 
ing is an obligation that rests upon the 
property owners or occupiers. Berlin, 
Dresden, Hamburg, Frankfort and some 
smaller cities, provide a full municipal 
service, while in Loipsic, Cologne, Stutt- 
gart and oti'.er pladjs, the cleansing is 
jjartly municipal and partly private. 

So far as 1 am aware, Dresden is tho 
most fastidiously clean of all thu (iormaii 
cities. It extends the uniform daily 
cleansing to a largo area. Berlin's dis- 
trict of daily cleansing is uoniparativoly 
small ; but tho area the streets of which 
aro swept from lihree to five times a week, 
iii largo, h"nd all the important outlying 
.streets aro well cleaned twice a week. If 
I aiiould name tho small sums for which 
Hamburg, Dresden, Bromen, lJuaseldorf, 
Esaen and other cities obtain remarkably 
thorough and satisf.'ictory results, I am 
afraid I should not be behoved by Ameri- 
can municipal authorities. - Everywhere 
in Germany one notes the perfect organ- 
ization of these anrvices, and thoir rapid 
improvement as tho standards of civilized 
life becom e more rigorous. Tlio ti'enJ in 
(Jermany is ti<ward a uniliod direct muni- 
eipal service of street cleiinaing, sjirink- 
ling and garbage removal ; and while 
much diversify of system exists at 
present, there is no failure in any largo 
(■erman town of that exeiciae of full 
niuiiiei|)al auth(U'il.y and responsibility 
which proscribes what shall bo dono, and 
seesithat the prescription is ct^rried oiit. ,

fiiendshi]) whan We all know there is 
no such thing!" 

Thcrenpou I in:ido sonio dofoiisive 
and I daro say rallicr pointed remarks, 
so th.it tho rest of tho company good iia- 
t\iri'dl.v jiassed on to another topio of 
co!iv( r.-atioii, as all people do when they 
iniagiiif ii war of words is inipcudiiig 
and c'lidf^'ivor to avoid it. 

Not so with my opponent, for later 
in tho evening 1 gaw him approaching 
my comor and was prdparod for" some- 
thing of tho cross questioning which 
followed. 

"I fihonld have supposed that you 
■were too intelligent a woman to have 
■clung to tho exploded idea of Platonic 
friendship, " ho began rather irritably. 

"And niy intelligence, if I havo any, 
lias solved and proved tho problem that 
it can and does exist," I an.swored, with 
provoking decision. "Now, j'on are 
really talking of something you know 
nothing, about. I i.will- admit, if you 
like, that Platonism in the old acci^pted 
form is a bygone tlicory. It might jiave 
existed ages ago — in fact, I have not tho

ed vital fact, and tluTO is no lovelier 
thing on earth th.iu such a friendship. 

"A prominent divine recently ac;- 
knowlodged from his ptilpit that in his 
career his best friends had been women, 
and in the 17 years of his luiuistry the 
truest, best words of encouragement had 
come from his women friends. W<! 
need only take a mental glance at tho.<e 
idyllic friendships which have become 
bistorical." 

"Oh, of course yon aro now going to 
quote tlta same couples every ono does 
when they discuss this subject, " said 
my friend, with a resigned air. 

"Well, I most assuredly intend re- 
ferring to what are known as existing 
facts," I rejoined tartly. "Tho friend- 
ship of Mrs. Taylor for .Toliu Stuart 
Mill through 20 years of literary com- 
munion -and the ideal companionship of 
Lydia Maria Child and Ellis Gray Lor- 
ing ouglit to bo suflicient proofs that 
sucli a friendship as I contend exists can 
also be genuine and of iuostimablo valu(^ 
"A woman's faith in a man's. ability, 
a woman's interest, friendship and 
fidelity to the man whose avowed friend 
she is, will spur him on to aohieve 
fame, fortune and all the good things 
of life." 

"Then she is in lovo with him, that 
is all/ there is about it, " said my com- 
pan/on, still unconvinced. "The feeling 
ancf interest you have described come 
from. love, not friendship. Many peo- 
ple nii^t;ike friend.ship for love. They 
lovo each other without knowing it, or 
they love knowingly and maintain si- 
lence. " 

"We'.l, what do you call that but !ho 
height (i! a iiuble, disinterested fviend- 
ship?" I rejoined triumphantly. "A 
person who, though possessing a dec-p, 
inteuBO affection for sonio man or wom- 
an, can yet elTaco that lovo or hide it bo- 
cau.«e tlie knowledge of its oxistenco 
might give that otlier pain has reached 
the sublimity of self abnegating frii.'nd- 
nhip. I knew just su<',h a case. A man 
whoso literary achievomonta wero of 
the highest ordar possessed ,the friend- 
ship of a woman who was herself a suc- 
cessful litterateur. Tho man's wife was 
a sickly, uninteresting, irritable crea- 
ture, toward whom he might havo justly 
been excused for being indifforont, and 
yet so strong wore his ideas of duty and 
honor that for years tho lovo for his 
friend remained unspoken.

"Yon remember, too, that old story, 
don't you, of Pouto do VpkIo and Muio. 
dn Deffand, M'hoso constancy to each 
other tho whole eighteenth century ad- 
mired and exalted? TJiev passed 50 years 
together in tho most delightful and per- 
fect intimacy, to the great scandal of the 
women of tho day who could not appre- 
ciate an attachment so deeply rootod. 
There was never a clqnd fbotween them 
and seemingh' no cessation of their love. 
The I'.onest juan, Du Deffand, lot it 
I'a-s with a touching resignation. But 
linally, after all those years of atten- 
tions, protestations, pledges and devo- 
tion, tho two found themselves alone in 
the apartments of Mmo. du DelVand, 
with tho husband long dead and nia- 
dame ill unto death. 'What arc you do- 
ing?' sho called out to hor friend from 
i\n inner room. 'And where aro you?' 
'I am sitting in the comer of yourohiui- 
uoy, quite at home,' he made answer. 
'There aro very fow friendships as old 
as ours. It is 50 j'oarw and not, a rup- 
ture, ' sb.o siglied, 'Yes, th.at is what 1 
liavo always admired, ' answered ho. 
'But, ' exclaimed she, 'has that not been 
from tho fact that at the core wo were 
V(ny iitdifferont to each other?' " 

"And tho .application?" I ask, a trifle 
anxiously. 

"Lies in tlie fact that the foundatiim 
stone of your Platonic frieiidsliips is, 
after all, respectful indift'crouco, " an- 
swered the foreigner, picking up my 
fan and waving it idly once or twice. 

"The-i you think" 

"Tliat tliero can bo no affection lie- 
twcon a nmn and woman without tlio 
danger of its developing into a passion- 
ate attachment, and if they do remain 
the sort of fi'iends your charming Amer- 
ican imagination would havo them they 
must indeed care very little about each 
other." 

I immediately began an indignant 
protest and continued mj' vigorous de- 
fense of the subject in hand. 

"What rank heresy to talk in that 
way! I know so many men and women 
who ,aro devoted to each other's interests 
without any thought of love between 
them, and I also know that those' friend- 
ships have llistcd through trials bitterer 
than death. There nutst have been deep 
affection at tho bottom to liav(^ stood 
up under such attacks on its geuuino- 
ness. I havo in mind also the case of a 
distingnished man' of letters who for 16 
ye.ars has been the devoted friend and 
counselor of a literarj' woman, with 
whom he has maintained an unbroken 
correspondenco. They have, shared each 
other's hopes, fears and triumphs. Dur- 
ing this period many women havo 
caught tho passing fancy of the man, 
for, as it h;w been aptly said, 'A poet 
without a lovo is like a sky without a 
star, ' and ho has wandered out of his 
friend's orbit, only' to return, however, 
with the tale of his disillusionment and 
to vow that friendship was more satis- 
fying and enduring than lovo. That 
word love has never been spoken be- 
tween these friends of mino for good 
and urgent reasons. Tho man's ex- 
pression of devotion is in his books or 
articles, not always in open dedication, 
but in the use of some pet name of his 
frii'nd's, soiiio jiassages of hor life, sonio 
description of her personality or her in- 
dividuality, and thus he pays her a sub- 
tle compliment which the world sees 
not, bht which associates her with his 
boat work and makes her feel that slio 
is its inspiration. 

"In all this argument, however, re- 
member I am spealiiug of people edu- 
cated to the highest degree of intellec- 
tuality, men and 'women 'who' thorough- 
ly understand themselves and the world. 
With creatures of a lower order of nir>n- 
tality, those in whom tho nmteriality 
predominates over tho spirituality, these 
ideal friendships are among tho impos- 
sibilities. In the first place, they could 
not understand the piano of thought 
from which such intellectual commu- 
nication and friendship draw their in- 
spiration. With them tho emotional 
piurt of their nature would dominate ev- 
ery other sfflitiment, and when one 
yields to materialism of course friend- 
ship ceases. Oh, no; tho man must be 
well poised and full of respect for tho 
woman and capable of sacrificing him- 
self for her well being, a man to whom 
brains and mdhtal advancement mean 
mor(! than anything else, and above all 
a man who believes in the equality of 
tho sexes in overythiug and recognizes 
the fact that women aro as fully and 
completely equipped mentally as the 
members of his own s(!x. However, in 
forming tlicse friendslii]is he must se- 
lect tho woman who is oftentimes hard- 
est to gain as a friend, who, althou:,-h 
perhaps needing just the kind of as.;o- 
eiat ion it is in his power to olTer her, 
yi f gives the world and him tho iiu- 
])ression that sho possesses sufficient 
courage and indopcndeuco to fight life's 
battle alone. " 

"And the woman?" questions my 
listeners. 

"Ah, the womani Now wo have 
reached the vital core of tlio question, 
f<ir indeed i^veiything rests with iier. 
bho can mako or mar such an ideal 
friendship; she can gain and- hold in its 
highest teirm the true,' honest, unselfish 
afl'ection and devotion of sonio nnin, or 
through weakness or wantonness sho 
can merge it into lawlessness and shame 
or oven into hatred. To begin with, a 
woman must be suro of herself; slio 
should study her own caiiabilities, know 
her own weak points and guard against 
them, and with it all possess enough in- 
UiUe dignity to be able! to ignore or to 
check, as the ease may require, any im- 
pulsiveness in her friend's nature. " 

"^ ou are speaking of a very uemark- 
able species of womon and one very 
rarely ni(;t with, " interrupted my first 
opponent cynically, while the faec^ of 
the Frenchman wore tlio exaaporatiiig 
smile of one who is vastly amnsed. 

"I assure you I know myriads of 
women who are chiver enougli and 
thoroughly capable of Ijeiiig a partner 
lu an iileal fiieiidshii), " I re])ly. "You 
don't know wliat capabilities many 
women have until you havo tested them. 
Wliat do tho majority of men know of 
tho ibuei: natures of tho women they 



meet casually at receptions, dinners 
mid balls? There may bo a dozen of 
your own accpiaintanees who havo men- 
tal resources yon never suspected, and, 
as you havo not demanded anything 
liiglier from them mentally than tho 
mere persiflage of society, why should 
they unfold flowers of tho mind that tho 
frost of your skepticism would simply 
chill and wither? Ah, my friends, too 
many Avoiueii havo proved thoir great 
natures under the call of emergency for 
us to doubt at this date that they are 
tapablo of anything tlicy determine 
npnii. 

"First, remember this warning, though' 
— try your woman. Don't select one who 
is eternally suggesting Platonic lovi's 
and who wishes you to confide all your 
troubles to her after an evening's ac- 
(luaiutauco. She is tho ono who will 
break your newborn faith and bring 
you back to ine with the wornout max- 
im, 'I told you so. ' 

"Secondly,' -a man's treatment of his 
woman friend must be considorc'I He 
should bear himself toward her with a 
courtly consideration at all times that 
will leave no doubt with .any healtliy 
minded observer that he first res]iec-is 
nud then admires her. Ho must give 
to her and her opinions tho same defer- 
ence he pays to those of his imile friendij. 
lie must avoiil, however, too much of 
ail air of tenderness to pervade his man- 
ner, excepting that tenderness which a 
man might show toward a child. A 
comrade? Yes, the one sincere friend 
who understands his weaknesses as well 
as his good charaoteristios and who will 
judge and advise him impartially and 
with justice. 

"Lastly, you must 'be prepared to 
meet with all manner of ill natured re- 
marks and criticisms if you should ever 
enter into a frieudship of this kind. 
But if tho man and woman havo suftl- 
cient strength and will to bear up and 
despiso prejudiced cynicism thoj' will 
surely bo streiigtlionod and ennobled by 
true enjoyment of such an association. 
I know of ono pitiful case of a certain 
delightful companionship of two friends 
of mino that I had watched for years 
and that had warmed my heart in 
watclling,^but oynics like yon twomeu, 
together with the worldly, calloused 
gossips who infest society, finally de- 
stroyed tho exquisite plant. Tho man 
thought too much of his friend to ex- 
pose her longer to the slights and slan- 
derous remarks which ho felt were in- 
juring her, and sho Came to mo in her 
desolation with tho wail on her lips, 
'Will the time never come when a man 
and a woman can honestly like each 
other without tho world crying out love 
or flirtation?' "
